Youth  Administration  has  music 
activities  in  all  48  states  Including 
21  symphony  orchestras,  30  bands 
and  52  choral  groups.  Arrangements 
arc  now  being  concluded  for  NYA 
musicians  to  cooperate  in  the  nat¬ 
ional  defense  program  by  providing 
entertainment  at  army  camps  and 
other  military  establishments. 

"The  placement  of  a  number  of 
NYA  musicians  In  the  All-American 
Youth  Orchestra  Is  another  illustra¬ 
tion  that  the  National  Youth  Ad¬ 
ministration  Is  providing  young 
people  with  the  kind  of  practical  ex¬ 
perience  needed  for  private  employ¬ 
ment,  not  only  for  Industrial  jobs 
but  for  all  of  the  types  of  work 
needed  In  America  today.  It  is  es¬ 
pecially  important  to  strengthen  the 
cultural  foundations  of  American 
democracy  at  this  time  and  the  NYA 
music  program  is  making  a  real  con¬ 
tribution  in  this  direction,’’  Mr. 
Williams  said. 

Air  Corps  Needs  Added 
Procurement  Inspectors 

No  small  part  of  the  work  of  se¬ 
curing  faster,  more  powerful,  and 
safer  airplanes  and  equipment  is  the 
inspection  of  aircraft  materials. 
Parachutes,  goggles,  camera  lenses, 
instruments,  and  all  other  equip¬ 
ment  must  be  inspected  by  compet¬ 
ent  well-trained  men. 

Through  an  examination  an¬ 
nounced  some  time  ago,  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  has  been  seek¬ 
ing  experienced  men  for  procure¬ 
ment  inspector  positons  in  the  Air 
Corps  of  the  War  Department.  The 
Commission  has  not  been  able  to  ob¬ 
tain  enough  men  for  these  positions. 
On  the  contrary,  the  needs  have, 
been  extended  to  other  fields  than 
those  in  the  original  announcement. 
Five  new  fields  in  which  persons 
may  qualify  have  been  added,  and 
the  options  now  are:  Aircraft,  en¬ 
gines,  instruments,  parachutes,  air¬ 
craft  propellors,  tools  and  gages, 
radio,  aircraft  miscellaneous  mater¬ 
ials,  textiles,  fur-lined  clothing  and 
optical. 

In  general,  mechanical  experience, 
which  may  include  apprenticeship, 
is  required  in  the  field  applied  for. 
For  only  four  options  (aircraft, 
parachutes,  propellors,  and  aircraft 
materials)  need  this  experience  be 
specifically  cn  aircraft  materials. 
College  courses  in  engineering  may 
be  substituted  for  part  of  the  ex¬ 
perience.  Applicants  will  not  have 
to  take  a  written  test,  but  will  be 
rated  on  their  experience  and  educa¬ 
tion.  For  details  concerning  the 
amended  requirements  applicants 
should  consult  Announcement  No.

Educator  Criticizes 

“Cream  Puff”  Teaching 

LORETTO,  COLO  _(ACP—  Less 
"cream  puff"  teaching  and  more 
“intellectual  spinach"  is  needed  in 
American  colleges,  in  the  opinion  of 
Dr.  Paul  J.  Ketrick,  president  of 
Loretlo  Heights  college. 

"Cream  puffs",  he  says,  ’’have  en¬ 
tered  too  much  into  the  daily  college 
diet,  and  you  may  be  sure  that  some 
students  are  certainly  not  getting 
the  right  amount  of  Intellectual 
spinach.  “Learning  isn't  an  easy 
business,”  Dr.  Ketrick  snys.  “It’s 
complicated.  You  can’t  just  ladle  It 
out  between  riotous  week-ends, 
hoping  for  miraculous  results.” 

The  “rigid,  lockstep  system”  of 
Victorian  days  failed  as  did  tho 
“football  bowl,  coonskin  coat  and 
pigsgln  head”  system  of  post-war 
days,  he  believes.
